muscaria, are shown in the il­ 
lustration at right, as sketched 
by San Rafael connoisseur and 
lecturer, Jack Collins. 
Egger died about 48 hours aft­ 
er consuming a dozen mush­ 
rooms picked while hiking with 
two of his five children near 
Alpine Dam Monday. The two 
children reported to Dr. Cooke 
that other persons also were 
picking the mushrooms.

MENDOCINO (AP) - Eleanor 
Kerns Philby, the former wife 
of a British diplomat who de­ 
fected to Russia, died of cancer 
yesterday at the age of 55. 
Mrs. Philby was the author of 
a book, “ Kim Philby: The Spy I 
Married,” which was published 
earlier this year. 
Philby, now 56, did espionage 
work for the British for more 
than 30 years. It now is believed 
he is the man who tipped off two 
other English diplomats in 1951 
that they were about to be ex­ 
posed as spies for Russia. They 
fled to Russia. 
Philby defected in 1963, while 
stationed in Beirut, Lebanon. 
Mrs. Philby and her daughter, 
Ann, went to Russia with him. 
Ann was her daughter from a 
first marriage, to Sam Pope 
Brewer, a New York Times 
newsman. 
She left Philby in Moscow in 
July of 1964, taking Ann with 
her and returned to the United 
States. 
The girl, now 19, is a student 
at Vassar College. 
Meanwhile, Philby in October 
of 1967 married Melinda Mc-

SACRAMENTO (AP) - De 
facto segregation of the races 
in California public schools has 
increased during the past year, 
the state Department of Edu­ 
cation reported today. 
In a report to the state Board

In the state's eight largest 
districts, the report said, 84 per 
cent of the Negro pupils were 
enrolled in these racially im­ 
balanced schools — ones which 
had a greater percentage of 
minority pupils than the ratio 


The department said “ de fac­ 
to segregation is more severe 
for Negro pupils than for Span­ 
ish surname pupils, but that it 
is a significant factor for both 
groups. . . ”

He accepted innocent pleas 
from Leydecker and Mrs. Ra­ 
buzzi and set Thursday as the 
date for an all-day preliminary 
hearing into a charge that the 
couple jointly possessed mari­ 
juana Oct. 25 in Mrs. Rabuzzi’s 
home at 170 Avenida Mira 
Flores, Tiburon. 
When booked at Marin County 
jail yesterday, the 41-year-old 
civic leader gave his address as 
1081 Ross Circle, Napa. 
This is the home of Dale E. 
Walter, senior vice president of 
the Redwood National Bank. 


Ley decker, a fo rmer cha ir­ 
ma n o f the Ma rin Co unty

rendered himself a t ja il sho rt­ 
ly befo re his co urt a ppea ra nce.

Rafael during the criminal pro­ 
ceedings.

asked the judge to cite Bales 
and Mountanos for contempt 
of court. If a contempt cita­ 
tion is too severe, they should

reprimanded, 
Bianchi said. 


He charged that news releases 
by the district attorney and sher­ 
iff had brought a “ carnival at­ 
mosphere” to the case. The in­ 
formation released was also 
“ grossly in error,” Bianchi said. 
Bales countered that news ar­ 
ticles 
about 
the 
Leydecker 
charges were nothing more than 
the basic crime news whose re­ 
lease has always been permitted 
in the past. 
Nowhere in the stories is there 
speculation on the part of the 
district attorney or sheriff as 
to the guilt or innocence of the 
defendants, Bales noted. 
Judge Goldstein banned future 
out-of-court discussion of the 
case, saying: “ As a general 
proposition, the courts deplore 
the type of pretrial publicity 
which has already occurred in 
this case. It goes beyond the 
recommendations of the Ameri­ 
can Bar Association and the 
U.S. Supreme Court.

regulations which state if the 
land isn’t used for the rezoning 
purpose within a year, it reverts 
to the original zoning.

first living creatures 
to fly 
around the moon and back to 
earth were a pair of turtles and 
a number of wine flies and meal 
worms. 
They were all aboard the So­ 
viet moon shot Zond 5 which 
landed in the Indian Ocean Sept. 
21 after a week-long flight. 
They arrived back in a Soviet 
laboratory in good condition, 
moving about in their contain­ 
ers and with good appetites, a 
report by four scientists in the 
Communist 
party 
newspaper 
Pravda said. 


RETURN LIGHTER 
They lost some weight, re­ 
turning home 10 per cent light­ 
er. Blood analysis showed no 
substantial difference from a 
group of stay-at-home turtles 
used as a test control. 
The 
scientists 
reported 
a 
checkup 21 days after the tur­ 
tles’ return showed "an exces­ 
sive content of glycogen and 
iron in their liver tissue <aydi 
the complex of flight factors 
had also exerted a certain influ­ 
ence on the structure of the 
spleen.” 
The report did not explain the 
significance of these findings or 
whether they would have any ef­ 
fect on a decision to send a man 
to the moon. Soviet scientists 
have said they will make thor­ 
ough tests with animals before 
sending a man on a moon trip. 
The report was the first men­ 
tion of any living creatures 
aboard Zond 5. In addition to 
turtles Zond 5. carried plants, 
seeds, and bacterial cultures. 


TEST PURPOSE 
The purpose, the scientists 
said, was to test the effects of 
radiation and other conditions of 
a moon flight on living organ­ 
isms. Their analysis is contin­ 
uing. 
The moonshot turtles were 
nameless in the report and iden­ 
tified only as No. 22 and No. 37. 
The report made no mention 
of any biological test creatures 
that might be aboard Zond 6. 
which rounded the moon yester­ 
day* and is now presumably on 
its way back to earth.

LOS ANGELES (AP) - Im­ 
agine the delight of Bernard 
Weinsieder and his family when 
oil bubbled up through a crack 
in their backyard patio a few 
weeks ago. 
Weinsider's son Jules. 22 said. 
‘‘We thought we had it made." 
But so far it has cost more 
than $3.000. wrecked their patio, 
driven some neighbors away, 
and landed the family in court. 
The family followed the seep­ 
age to a storage cellar where i 
they found a pool of crude oil. It 
turned out this came from a 
well drilled in 1911 and aban­ 
doned in 1924. 
The first sign 
of disaster 
came when they called refiner­ 
ies to find out how much the oil 
was worth. 


“ They all said they were com­ 
mitted to certain companies, 
that we were independent oper­ 
ators and they couldn't buy 
from us," said Richard Wein­ 
sieder. a 17-year-old son.

p e t r o l e u m 
geologist 
checked the well and said he 
doubted whether it would ever 
pay for attempts to make pro­ 
ductive again. 
Weinsieder. the elder, a bread 
salesman, had to pay $2 a bar­ 
rel to have the celler pumped 
out 
and 
150 barrels 
of oil 
trucked away. 
Then as the oil kept coming, 
the family paid $2.500 to a drill­ 
ing company to dig a hole in the

yard and find the well, a tenant 
moved out because of oil odors 
and gurgling sounds, a neighbor

WASHINGTON CAP) — The 
nation’s Roman Catholic bish­ 
ops approved today a compro­ 
mise on birth control that would 
keep married couples who prac­ 
tice contraception from being 
cut off from the church, 


The bishops also reportedly 
called for a reassessment of the 
war in Vietnam and urg ed draft 
ex emptions for y ouths with a 
conscientious objection to a spe­ 
cific war. 


The National Conference of 
Catholic Bishops took its vote in 
a 
secret 
session 
with 
no 
immediate announcement of the 
tex t of its controversial pastoral 
letter. But a member of the 
conference confirmed the ap­ 
proval and said there was no 
sig nificant chang e in the propos­ 
al when it was broug ht up for fi­ 
nal debate. 
The American bishops backed 
Pope Paul Vi’s ban on birth 
control, but said married cou­ 
ples who find it impossible to 
follow will not be ex cluded from 
communion and other church 
sacraments. 
“ Conscientious Catholic cou­ 
ples, when overwhelmed by . . . 
pressures, will not be discour­ 
ag ed if they have resorted to ar­ 
tificial contraception or other­ 
wise fallen into sin; nor should 
they fail to take full advantag e 
of the streng th that comes from 
the sacraments . . . ” said a key 
sentence in one version of the 
proposed pastoral letters.

The doctor is listening , because the 
man or woman is doing most of the 
talking . If the patient is being psy cho­ 
analy zed, it will be a long , tedious 
process. 
Ordinary psy chotherapy takes less 
time because the psy chiatrist does 
not delv e too deeply into the subcon­ 
scious. 
Talk heals. Throug h it the in­ 
dividual bring s up and re-lives 
his ex periences, usually those of 
childhood. In other words, the 
patient g ets a chance to return 
to the past. 
At $25 or more an hour it is 
not idle chatter, but the session 
is free from the restraints of 
daily Tving . It is uninhibited,

THE PROBLEM, according 
to the controller, is primarily 
the equalization of the tax 
burden as it applies to cities, 
counties, and the state itself. It 
definitely is not. he explained, 
concerned with “ tax relief,” a 
subject of which much has 
been heard during the current 
year: neither is it a matter of 
finding ways of reducing the 
over-all tax income of the state 
and local governments. 
The contorller points out that 
the job of the commission is to 
make recommendations which 
will assure the continuation of 
a supply of tax revenue to 
guarantee f u n c t i o n i n g of 
government, even though the

ferent from that at present. 
Asked whether the passage 
of Proposition LA would help or 
hamper the commission in its 
work. Flournoy said this new 
constitutional amendment is 
more on the order of a step­ 
ping stone to tax reform. 


THE PROPERTY tax. he 
pointed out. is only one source 
of revenue, and even though it 
is a primary source for cities 
and counties, it cannot be con­ 
sidered singly in the over-all 
studies. 
There is strong possibility 
that in the effort to achieve 
more equality in taxation, the 
benefits and exemptions ac­ 
cruing to charities, non-profit 
organizations and their donors 
may come in for a re-shuffling. 
The commission has recom­ 
mendations before it which 
point out the fact that there 
has been no re-valuation in re­ 
cent times of these tax ex­ 
emptions. and that the revenue 
losses therefrom “ are substan­ 
tial and growing steadily.“ 
The question is r a i s e d 
whether exemptions, for ex­ 
ample. of social and country 
clubs should take precedence 
over support of school ac­ 
tivities. Or whether tax sup­ 
port 
of 
lodges 
and veteran 
organizations 
should 
t a k e 
precedence over the need for 
more medical schools. 


THE COMMISSION is con­ 
sidering 
a 
recommendation 
that 
statutory 
and 
con­ 
stitutional changes be initiated 
to remove ail private non-pro­ 
fit property tax exemptions 
over a 10-vear period. 
These are only a few of the 
many matters b e i n g con­ 
sidered by the commission. It 
seems obvious that no matter 
what 
recommendations 
are 
made to the Legislature, a 
veritable storm will be blown 
up as a result. No tax shift can 
be made without someone get­ 
ting hurt.

Your editorial of Nov. 11 
calls attention to the general 
failure ot school bond issues 
and speculates on taxpayer 
motivation.

By 1965 this climb­ 
ed to 30 per cent and is still 
going upward. Thus you have 
an ever narrowing circle of 
productive taxpayers asked to 
carry a growing load of serv­ 
ices required by a growing 
population. 
Prime beneficiaries of unfair 
tax subsidies are the religious 
institutions. When they operate 
a business for profit, the Rev­ 
enue Code properly labels this

terprises from corporation and 
other taxes.’’

that it brings the FTesident 
an d 
th e 
P r esident-elect 
together in joint conduct of the 
crucial areas of foreign policy 
for the next nine weeks — 
Vietnam. U.S.-Soviet relations 
and the Middle East. 
This is without precedent in 
American history and is un- 
precedentedly valuable. 
It reflects the President and 
the President-elect at their 
best. It means that L B J will be 
ending his administration with 
a superb act of statesmanship 
and that Nixon will be begin­ 
ning his administration under 
the 
best 
of 
p o s s i b l e 
circumstances. 


THIS IS NO one-sided com­ 
pact. 
Each 
has 
g i v e n 
something of immense value to 
the other and to the nation. 
Nixon did not merely assure 
the President that he was not 
going to interfere with the 
Paris talks during the transi­ 
tion. He gave the President ex­ 
plicit assurance that any com­ 
mitments Mr. Johnson made 
during the negotiations would 
be fully honored by the next 
administration. 
For his part, the President 
assured Nixon that he would be 
continuously consulted on any

States might make at Paris so 
that Nixon would not be in the 
position of having to carry out 
later commitments he disap­ 
proved. 


OBVIOUSLY, until Jan. 20 
President Johnson has the final 
word. But he does not expect 
to have to exercise it because 
the substance of the Johnson- 
Nixon compact is that, in ef­ 
fect, 
they 
will 
be 
jointly 
supervising the American side 
of the Paris talks and will be 
jointly deciding what should be 
said and done at all crucial 
points. 
Th a t is the c e n t r a l 
significance of the compact. 
There has been nothing like it 
before. It could hardly be bet­ 
ter. It means that what most 
fear is not coming upon us, 
namely, the immobility of U.S. 
foreign policy because of the 


uneasy transition b e t w e e n 
outgoing 
and 
i n c o m i n g 
presidents. 
Apart from their own sense 
of patriotism and responsibility 
— which would no doubt have 
been compelling enough — 
Johnson and Nixon have strong 
incentives for doing exactly 
what they have done. 
L B J has even,’ reason to 
make 
Nixon

consultant 
on 
the 
Vietnam 
talks and to enable him to 
share 
in 
shaping 
U . S . 
negotiating positions w h i c h 
Nixon would have to imple­ 
ment. Without this arrange­ 
ment, nothing could be accom­ 
plished in the next 60 days and 
much could be lost. With this 
arrangement, 
the

has some prospect that he will 
be able to get the talks moving 
forward and sufficiently near 
agreement that it will be clear 
(hat Mr. Johnson did more 
than anyone else to end the 
war in Vietnam successfully. 
Nixon5s incentive is equally 
great. The sooner an honorable 
peace can be achieved, the bet­ 
ter it will be for the Nixon ad­ 
ministration and the sooner he 
can get to other pressing prob­ 
lems which can hardly be done 
until the Vietnamese war is 
over. It won’t hurt Nixon one 
bit to share the credit with 
Johnson for ending the war — 
and possibly share the blame 
for some compromises which 
will have to be made. 


ONE NEED LOOK into his­ 
tory only briefly to see what a 
radiant improvement in trans­ 
ition Johnson and Nixon are 
achieving. 
After the 1932 
e l e c t i o n 
P r e s i dent-elect 
Roosevelt, 
through the four long months 
during which the economy was 
d e t e riorating 
disastrously, 
refused to join with President 
Hoover 
in 
any 
restorative 
measure. 
In 
1 9 5 2 
President-elect 
Eisenhower and P r e s i d e n t 
Truman were not even on 
speaking terms. They never 
met even once during the 
transition. 
President 
Eisenhower 
and 
President-elect Kennedy had 
only one s u b s t a n t i a l con­ 
sultation. 
Johnson and Nixon have set 
an invaluable precedent. It will 
mean much to the country and 
to the world.

Despite heated protests by the 
neighbors, a Ross psychiatrist 
won permission last night from 
the Ross Town Council to open 
an office at his home at 37 
South wood Avenue. 
As it became apparent that 
Dr. Robert H. Herric k was going 
to be granted a use permit un­ 
der 
a 
1962 ordinance, 
about 
eight of the neighbors stormed 
out of the meeting, one of them 
shouting. “This is stacked;’ 
Earlier they had expressed 
fears that the office, which Dr. 
Herrick said he planned to use 
only about 13 hours a week 
would draw “mentally disturb­ 
ed 
people 
to 
the 
peaceful 
neighborhood. 
Although two physicians who 
have offices now at their homes 
in Ross testified that property 
values in their neighborhoods 
have not gone down, the South- 
wood Avenue residents did not 
agree. 
M ayor Frederick S. Allen said 
that he felt he had no choice but 
to grant the use permit under 
the 
ordinance, 
which 
allows 
home offices for doctors, den­ 
tists and musicians. Councilman 
Natalie G, Lewis agreed with 
him but added that she thought 


possibly the ordinance ought to 
be changed. 
Dr. Herrick was the first per­ 
son to apply for such a use per­ 
mit. The other doctors practic­ 
ing at their homes in Ross open­ 
ed offices before the 1962 ordin­ 
ance was passed. Allen said. 
After discussion for almost 
three hours, the council voted 4- 
0 to grant the permit, restricting 
Dr. Herrick to seeing one fam­ 
ily at a time and requiring him 
to provide off-street screened 
parking for his patients. 
The council also agreed to re­ 
view the matter in a year, and 
Councilman Jack Carney said 
he was sure the neighbors would 
find that Dr. Herrick’s practice 
will not disturb them. 
The council also granted Dr. 
Herrick a variance to build on 
addition to his house and to tear 
down two existing buildings. 
In other discussion last night 
the council voted unanimously to 
continue 
membership 
in 
the 
county library’ system, rather 
than join with San Anselmo. 
Mayor Allen pointed out that 
the Ross residents who find the 
San Anselmo Library convenient 
can pay $4 a year tor member­ 
ship.

State Alarmed By Increase 


In De Facto Segregation 


SACRAMENTO (AP) - De 
facto segregation of the races 
in California public schools has 
increased during the past year, 
the state Departm ent of Edu­ 
cation reported today. 


In a report to the state Board 
of Education, the departm ent 
said “ there are serious implica­ 
tions for education in the racial 
and ethnic isolation of nearly 
700.000 California pupils in these 
de facto segregated schools.” 
The num ber of schools con­ 
sidered to be racially imbal­ 
anced increased by 50 during a 
12-month period — the 1967-68 
compared with 1966-67, the de­ 
partm ent said. 
In the state's eight largest 
districts, the report said, 84 per 
cent of the Negro pupils were 
enrolled in these racially im­ 
balanced schools — ones which 
had a greater percentage of 
minority pupils than the ratio 


in the district’s population as a 
whole. 


The report said the number of 
predominantly minority schools 
in the eight largest districts had 
increased from 395 to 412. The 
figure increased from 92 to 102 
in a sampling of 56 other dis­ 
tricts throughout the state. 
The departm ent said “de fac­ 
to segregation is more severe 
for Negro pupils than for Span­ 
ish surnam e pupils, but that it 
is a significant factor for both 
groups. . . ” 


The num ber of parks in the 
National Park system is now 35, 
with the newest being Redwood 
National Park, North Cascades 
National Park, National Wild 
and Scenic Rivers System and 
National 
Trails 
System. 
The 
country’s scenic rivers and his­ 
toric trails are under federal 
protection for the first time.

Leydecker Denies He Possessed 
Petaluma Nods 


Marijuana As Judge Forbids Talk To Rezoning 


San Rafael banker Byron W. 
leydecker fought back in Marin 
Municipal Court yesterday with 
a denial that he possessed m ari­ 
juana and a countercharge that 
the district attorney and sheriff 
liave crucified him in court. 


Through 
their 
attorneys/ 
Leydecker and his friend, di­ 
vorcee Patricia A. Kabuzzi, 
won a court order muzzling 
discussion of the case by law 
enforcement officials and an 
early 
chance 
to 
beat 
the 
charge. 


Judge Alvin H. Goldstein Jr. 
issued a blanket order forbidding 
Dist. Atty Bruce B. Bales, Sher­ 
iff Louis P. Mountanos, attor­ 
neys, defendants and witnesses 
from discussing the case. 


He accepted innocent pleas 
from Leydecker and Mrs. Ra- 
buzzi and set Thursday as the 
date for an all-day prelim inary 
hearing into a charge that the 
couple jointly possessed m ari­ 
juana Oct. 25 in Mrs. Rabuzzi’s 
home 
at 
170 
Avenida 
M ira 
Flores, Tiburon. 
When booked at Marin County 
jail yesterday, the 41-year-old 
civic leader gave his address as 
1081 Ross Circle, Napa. 
This is the home of Dale E. 
Walter, senior vice president of 
the Redwood National Bank. 


Leydecker, a former chair­ 
man of the Marin County 
Board 
of 
Supervisors, 
sur­ 
rendered himself at jail short­ 
ly before his court appearance. 
After the was fingerprinted 
and mugged, he was freed 
without bail. 


Attorney Albert Bianchi told 
the judge that Leydecker ‘‘has 
been crucified already and noth­ 
ing this court does can resur­ 
rect him.” 
Reportedly at his own request, 
Leydecker has been relieved of 
his duties as president of the 
Redwood National Bank of San 
Rafael during the criminal pro­ 
ceedings. 


The lawyer offered newspa­ 
per stories as evidence and 


asked the judge to cite Bales 
and Mountanos for contempt 
of court. If a contempt cita­ 
tion is too severe, they should 
at 
least 
be 
reprimanded, 
Bianchi said. 


He charged that news releases 
by the district attorney and sher­ 
iff had brought a “carnival at­ 
mosphere” to the case. The in­ 
formation 
released 
was 
also 
“ grossly in error,” Bianchi sa>d. 
Bales countered that news a r­ 
ticles 
about 
the 
Leydecker 
charges were nothing more than 
the basic crim e news whose re­ 
lease has always been permitted 
in the past. 
Nowhere in the stories is there 
speculation on the part of the 
district attorney or sheriff as 
to the guilt or innocence of the 
defendants, Bales noted. 
Judge Goldstein banned future 
out-of-court discussion of the 
case, saying: 
‘‘As a general 
proposition, the courts deplore 
the type of pretrial publicity 
which has already occurred in 
this case. It goes beyond the 
recommendations of the Ameri­ 
can Bar Association and the 
U.S. Supreme Court. 


He declined to reprimand 
Bales or Mountanos. noting 


that no order of the court bar­ 
ring the release of informa­ 
tion was in effect at the time. 


Bales disputed the necessity 
of his muzzling order, saying: 
‘‘I feel no need to discuss the 
case furtlier, but there are cer­ 
tain m atters in which I see no 
prejudice 
to 
the 
defendant. 
Silencing all people involved in 
crim inal procedures is exces­ 
sive. 
Bianchi and William O. Weis- 
sich, attorney for Mrs. Rabuzzi, 
said they will challenge the 
legality of the search of the Tib­ 
uron 
house 
which 
allegedly 
yielded the suspected m arijuana. 


Officers entered the home 
the night of Oct. 25 at the 
invitation of 7-year-old Mark 
Rabuzzi, 
who 
reported 
his 
mother and Leydecker were 
gone when he awakened and 
be feared for their safety. 


Inside the home, they alleged­ 
ly found butts of m arijuana 
cigarettes in a kitchen ashtray.

Headache To Family 


LOS ANGELES (A P) - Im­ 
agine the delight of Bernard 
Weinsieder and his family when 
oil bubbled up through a crack 
in their backyard patio a few 
weeks ago. 
Weinsiders son Jules. 22 said. 
“ We thought we had it made.’’ 
But so far it has cost more 
than $3,000. wrecked their patio, 
driven .some neighbors away, 
and landed the family in court. 
The family followed the seep­ 
age to a storage cellar where 
they found a pool of crude oil. It 
turned out this came from a 
well drilled in 1911 and aban­ 
doned in 1924. 
The first sign 
of disaster 
came when they called refiner­ 
ies to find out how much the oil 
was worth. 
“ They all said they were com­ 
mitted to certain companies, 
that we were independent oper­ 
ators and they couldn't buy 
from us.’’ said Richard Wein­ 
sieder. a 17-year-old son. 
A 
p e t r o l e u m 
geologist 
checked the well and said he 
doubted whether it would ever 
pay for attempts to make pro­ 
ductive again. 
Weinsieder. the elder, a bread 
salesman, had to pay $2 a bar- j 
rel to have the eeller pumped i 
out 
and 
150 
barrels 
of 
oil j 
trucked away. 
Then as the oil kept coming, 
the family paid $2,500 to a drill­ 
ing company to dig a hole in the

yard and find the well, a tenant 
moved out because of oil odors 
and gurgling sounds, a neighbor 
filed suit because her tenant 
also moved out, chunks of the 
patio broke loose because of un­ 
derground 
pressures and 
the 
Weinsieders learned 
it would 
cost them $20,000 to cap the 
well properly . 
The family also found out that 
the well was drilled and desert­ 
ed by Associated Oil Co., which 
later became part of the Getty 
Oil Co. They hired an attorney 
who filed a $575,000 negligence 


suit against the company. 
"The oil company reaped the 
benefits from the oil well years 
ago." said Jerome Beznik, the 
lawyer. “ Why should the Wein- 
sieder family, who purchased 
the home only two years ago. 
now have to suffer from the oil 
company's negligence?” 
A Getty oil spokesman said: 
“ We were the corporate prede­ 
cessor involved in that portion 
of the old Salt Lake Oil Field, 
but we’ve no interest in the field 
for 44 vears."

BOSTON i AP) - Until Sen. 
Robert F Kennedy won the Cal­ 
ifornia primary last June he 
never felt he was running on his 
own and feared people believed 
he was trading on the memory 
of his brother John. Kenneth P. 
O'Donnell says. 
“ But all that ended with that 
California primary." O'Donnell 
said in a speech yesterday. “ For 
the first time he was Sen. Rob­ 
ert Kennedy on his own. and he 
was absolutely convinced he 
would be nominated and elected 
president of the United States." 
O'Donnell, the late President 
John 
F. 
Kennedy’s 
appoint­ 
ments secretary and Robert 
Kennedy's campaign manager, 
spoke to a bar association at the 
John F. Kennedy Federal Build­ 
ing. 
He said he learned of Robert 
Kennedy’s changed viewpoint in 
a talk with the New York sena­ 
tor five minutes before Kennedy 
walked into the Ambassador Ho­ 
tel ballroom in Los Angeles to 
claim his California victory— 
and be assassinated. 
O'Donnell said Sen. Eugene J. 
McCarthy’s surprising vote in 
the New Hampshire primary 
March 12 convinced Kennedy 
that dissatisfaction 
with 
the 
Johnson 
administration 
was 
more widespread than suspect­ 
ed.

Although advised he had no 
i better than a 3-to-l chance of 
winning the nomination, Kenne­ 
dy decided to enter the race,

directing a “ holding action"—to 
convince delegates not to com­ 
mit themselves to anyone, not 
even Kennedy, until the primar­ 
ies were over.

"It was a brand new ball

Students' Stand May 
Delay Coeds At Yale 


NEW HAVEN. Conn (AP> - 
Yale college has approved a 
proposal to admit women begin­ 
ning in September 1969. 
Student objections to housing 
arrangements proposed for the 
women, however, may postpone 
implementation of coeducation 
at the college, according to Yale 
University President Kingman 
Brewster Jr. 
The proposal was given final 
a p p r o v a l 
overwhelmingly 
yesterday by some 200 faculty 
members of Yale College. Only 
one 
vote 
was 
cast 
against 
Brewster's proposal. 
The Yale Corporation, the uni­ 
versity's governing board of 
trustees, had approved the coed­ 
ucation plan st a meeting Satur­ 
day. 
Brewster's plan calls for 500 
young women to be admitted 
next fall, half as freshmen and 
half as upperclass transfer stu­ 


dents. Under the plan the fresh­ 
men girls were to be housed to­ 
gether in one of Yale's 12 resi­ 
dential colleges.

U.S. Bishops Drafting I Draft Foe's 


Pill Ban Compromise 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
nation’s Roman Catholic bish­ 
ops approved today a compro­ 
mise on birth control that would 
keep married couples who prac­ 
tice contraception from being 
cut off from the church. 


The bishops also reportedly 
called for a reassessment of the 
war in Vietnam and urged draft 
exemptions for youths with a 
conscientious objection to a spe­ 
cific war. 


The National Conference of 
Catholic Bishops took its vote in 
a 
secret 
session 
with 
no 
immediate announcement of the 
text of its controversial pastoral 
letter. But a member of the 
conference confirmed the ap­ 
proval and said there was no 
significant change in the propos­ 
al when it was brought up for fi­ 
nal debate. 
The American bishops backed 
Pope Paul Vi’s ban on birth 
control, but said married cou­ 
ples who find it impossible to 
follow will not be excluded from 
communion and other church 
sacraments. 
“ Conscientious Catholic cou­ 
ples, when overwhelmed by . . . 
pressures, will not be discour­ 
aged if they have resorted to ar­ 
tificial contraception or other­ 
wise fallen into sin; nor should 
they fail to take full advantage 
of the strength that comes from 
the sacraments . . . ” said a key 
sentence in one version of the 
proposed pastoral letters.

Ministrations Of Psychiatrist 


Our mental image of a psychiatrist 
is a physician sitting next to a pa 
tient who is reclining on a couch. 
The doctor is listening, because the 
man or woman is doing most of the 
talking. If the patient is being psycho­ 
analyzed, it will be a long, tedious 
process. 
Ordinary psychotherapy takes less 
time because the psychiatrist does 
not delve too deeply into the subcon­ 
scious.

Talk heals. Through it the in­ 
dividual brings up and re-lives 
his experiences, usually those of 
childhood. In other words, the 
patient gets a chance to return 
to the past. 


At $25 or more an hour it is 
not idle chatter, but the session 
is free from the restraints of 
daily Tving. It is uninhibited, 
with 
a 
free 
association 
of 
thoughts and ideas. 


MEANWHILE, the physician 
uses skill and understanding to 
interpret what is being said. The 
conversation usually reveals un­ 
derlying emotional drives that 
cause psychic conflicts. Painful 
experiences that have been un­ 
pleasant often are deeply buried 
in the subconscious. Only through 
self-confronfation is relief ob­ 
tained. Success depends upon 
the intelligence and cooperation 
of the patient. 


Psychoanalysis is of no value 
in 
treating psychotics. 
They 
have lost touch with reality and 
suffer from delusions or hallu­ 
cinations. They are too confused 
to cooperate with a therapist. 
In the past, psychotics were 
institutionalized for years and 
given shock therapy. 


TRANQUILIZERS b r o u g h t 
about a remarkable change in 
the care of these individuals. 
Today many are being released 
from mental hospitals and are 
able to return to family and job. 
The newer drugs help consider­ 


ably to calm the agitated, perk 
up the depressed, and lessen 
disabling fears and phobias.

Nixon Election May 
Keep Warren On Court 


A side result of the election of 
Richard M. Nixon as President may be 
that another former California office 
holder, Earl Warren, will remain con- 
- siderably longer as chief justice of the 
- United States Supreme Court. 
When Chief Justice Warren sub­ 
mitted his resignation - - with no date 
i specified — to President Johnson. 
there 
were 
immediate 
cries 
o f 
; “ political deal. The President had an­ 
nounced he would not seek another 
* term, the Democratic Party appeared 
* in shambles, and the obvious con­ 
clusion was that the chief justice was 
; clearing 
the way for 
Johnson 
to 
* replace 
him with 
another liberal. 
* before a change of administration. 
When 
the President named Abe 
Fortas as his nominee for chief justice, 
and proposed to fill the court vacancy 
created by Fortas s elevation with an 
old political cronv. Homer Thornber 
ry. the conclusion appeared justified. 


This played a large part in Senate 
resistance 
to 
Fortas’s 
nomination, 
which 
at 
last 
resulted 
in 
its 
withdrawal. And so Earl Warren still 
heads the court — and may continue 
to do so as long as he wishes. 


HE MAY W ISH to do so for some 
* time, despite the fact that he is 77 
■* years old and certainly entitled to the 


* pleasures of retirement. 


Several considerations make this ap- 
► pear likely. 
The U. S. Supreme Court has taken 


" a new direction during the Warren 
!- years. It has adopted what its majority 


I and their supporters choose to call a 
j liberal interpretation of the Constitu- 
: tion — and what its detractors claim is 
a rewriting of the Constitution to in­ 


clude within its meanings whatever the 
justices happen to like. 
Xo doubt Earl Warren believes 
sincerely in this approach. Although 
the Supreme Court’s deliberations are 
behind closed doors, it has been 
reported — and not denied — that he 
has often told his fellow justices. 
“ Never mind that. What is right?" 
And what is right, in the opinion of the 
court majority, can generally be found 
constitutional by that same majority. 
This approach would not have been 
changed by the elevation of Abe 
Fortas to chief justice. 


BUT RICHARD NIXON, elected in a 
campaign in which he emphasized “ law 
and order." could scarcely be expected 
to name a man of such cast of mind to 
head the high court — for this very 
“ liberal'’ approach is widely blamed 
with undermining law and order. 
Moreover, although many senators 
perhaps a majority 
were against 
confirming Fortas for a variety of 
reasons, the senator who led the attack 
and was most viciously critical of 
Fortas was Strom Thurmond of North 
Carolina. And it was Thurmond who 
held .southern support for Nixon to 
assure 
his 
nomination, 
and 
who 
reportedly got to pick Spiro T. Agnew 
for vice president as reward. 
It is at the very least politically con­ 
ceivable that Senator T h u r m o n d 
would also have some say about a 
choice for chief justice, if Warren 
were to re-submit his resignation to 
the new President after Jan. 20. 
Which is good reason to believe that 
Warren will not do so. and that Presi­ 
dent Nixon will have to wait for some 
other justice to retire before he can 
make any change in the court.

WASHINGTON - President 
Richard M. Nixon may have 
his 
troubles 
w i t h 
the 
Democratic 91st Congress, but 
there should be no real dif­ 
ficulties for Nixon's plans to 
boost defense speanding. 
There 
will 
be 
plenty 
of 
adverse talk, of course. Senate 
doves will be able to see to 
that. 
Advance indications a r e , 
however, that the House and 
Senate, while they will be 
organized and controlled by the 
Democrats, will look favorably 
on the new Republican Presi­ 
dent's plans for beefing up the 
defense budget. 


IN THE SENATE which con­ 
venes 
in 
January, 
a 
new 
chairman will head the ap­ 
propriations committee, which 
passes on budget requests. The 
new chairman will be Sen. 
Richard B. Russell, D-Ga. He 
succeeds Sen. Carl Hayden, D- 
Ariz., who has retired. 
Russell, who moves over by 
virtue of seniority from the 
chairmanship of the Armed 
Services Committee, favors in­ 
creased defense spending. He 
believes Congress is going to 
have to invest in some ex­ 
pensive 
new 
weapons 
pro­ 
grams. 
When Congress t r i m m e d 
more than $5 billion 
from 
President 
Johnson’s 
f i n a l 
defense budget last summer, 
Russell cautioned that it was 
the last time such economies 
could be made. Rep. George 
Mahon, D-Tex., who will head 
the House Appropriations Com­ 
mittee again, gave a similar 
warning to the House before 
Congress adjourned. 


JU ST BEFO R E the election, 
top aides disclosed the general 
outlines of Nixon’s plans for 
increasing defense spending. 
Their estimates indicated that 
Nixon will propose massive 
boosts in outlays, over a period 
of years, for defense programs 
not connected with Vietnam or 
Southeast Asia. 
Nixon, according to these 
semi-official estimates, plans 
to boost defense budget to a 


level oi $87 billion annually by 
the 1973 fiscal year — 
the 
final budget year of his four- 
year term. Only $10 to $15 
billion of that total would be 
for Southeast Asia — less than 
half of the present Vietnam 
outlay. 


One expensive 
feature 
of 
Nixon’s plans is abolition of the 
military draft and the start of 
all-volunteer armed services. 
That plan, which presumes an 
end to the fighting in Vietnam, 
is estimated to cost $5 billion 
to $7 billion in the Nixon pro­ 
jections. 


Aides said the Nixon budget 
estimates also plan for new 
strategic weapons systems. In 
his 
campaign 
against 
Vice 
President 
Hubert 
H. 
Hum­ 
phrey, Nixon m e n t i o n e d 
strategic bombers, m i s s i le 
systems 
and 
nuclear 
sub­ 
marines among 
w e a p o n s 
which, he said, have been ad­ 
vanced by the Communists to 
our comparative disadvantage. 
The 
increased 
d e f e n s e 
outlays, 
with 
certain 
non- 
defense increases, would push 
the overall Nixon budget to 
some $220 billion in the 1973 
budget 
year. 
The 
N i x o n 
estimates project a $15 billion 
a 
year 
growth 
in 
annual 
revenues, however — without 
any tax increase — 
and the 
estimates thus presuppose a 
balanced budget.
